London Confirms Report That British 


Cruiser Hawke Has Been Torpedoed 
and Sunk in North Sea—Paris Re- 
ports Allies Hammering the German 
Left Wing—Fall of Ostend Imminent 


LONDON, Oct. '16.—Th'e Britjsh cruiser; Hawke has been sunk'in the North sea by a 


German submarine. Out of a crew of 400 men 5o were saved. 


This statement has been officially confirmed, ' 
'• 
. 


The British cruiser Hawke was of 7350 tons displacement. She was 360 feet long 


and was launched in 1891. Her complement is given as 544 men but she may well have 
had fewer on board when she went down. 


The Hawke was commanded, according to the British admiralty list of September, 


1914,.by Captain Hugh Williams. This disaster to the Hawke follows by about three 
weeks the sinking in the North sea of the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy. 
These vessels succumbed to the attack on a German submarine and with them some I6o 
British officers and 1400 men.

"That $10,000,000." he continued, and 


he spoke seriously and with emotion, 
"la a Rreat deal of money, and much 
could be done with it by the college. 
It would be too bad if my presence 
were to cut It off. from the institu- 
tion. 


"This claim that Harvard would be 


selling out for 510,000,000, which has 
been suggested, is perfectly absurd. 
Harvard is no longer in an unfavor- 
able position. H they had tried to put 
mo out because of 
the 
letter, that 


would have been another matter, but 
Harvard Is too great, an institution to 
bo bought in such a manner. 


"But now. since I -have 
resigned, 


there would bo no objection to the col- 
lege receiving the bequest. If Major 
Wiener leaves it. 
There would be 


nothing else for them to do. 
I feel 


that I have let the college out of 
difficult situation by offering my res- 
ignation."

WASHINGTON1, D. C., Oct. 16.—The 


caterpillar of the tussock moth, which 
is noticeable because of three long 
hlacK tufts of hair protruding from 
its yellow body, has done, consider- 
able damage to many shadc^.trees in 
the city of Washington during the 
summer and fall. 
This insect, which 


extends through tho eastern "United 
Stares, as far west as Iowa, seems to 
prefer poplars, maples, elms, aiders 
hircthes, and willows. 
Besides injur- 


ing trees, its barbed hairs occasion- 
ally produce considerable irritation on 
tho skin of people upon whom the 
caterpillars drop. To control the rav- 
ages of this pest the coming1 season 
tho conspicuous -white-ess-"Jasses -laic 
by the moth, should be destroyed af- 


thc leaves have fallen, when they 


may be very easily noticed.

and.inflicting a wound that caused the 
Metapan to (ill quickly.

pan Immediately sent forth "S. O. S.' 
calls for assistance, which wero quick- 
ly answered by six or eight vessels 
in- the near vicinity, among them be- 
ing the United States dredge Atlantic, 
working about a quarter of a, mile 
distant,- and the British cruiser Lan- 
caster, on patrol duty off this harbor.

London Confirms Report That British 


Cruiser Hawke Has Been Torpedoed 
and Sunk in North Sea—Paris Re- 
ports Allies Hammering the German 
Left Wing—Fall of Ostend Imminent 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—The British cruiser Hawke has'been sunk in the North sea by a 


German submarine. Out of a crew of 400 men So were saved. 


This statement has been officially confirmed. 


The British cruiser Hawke was of 7350 tons displacement. She was 360 feet long 


and was launched in 1891. Her complement is given as 544 men but she may well have 
had fewer on.board when she went down. 


The Hawke was commanded, according to the British admiralty list of September, 


1914, by Captain Hugh Williams. This disaster to the Hawke follows by about three 
weeks the sinking in the North sea of the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy. 
These vessels succumbed to the attack of a German submarine and with them some 160 
British officers and 1400 men. 


The loss of the Hawke.makes a total of seven British cruisers destroyed by Germany in 


the North sea since the beginning of the war.

All Connection With 
Athletics 


NEW HAVEN. Oct. 16.—Announce- 


ment was made yesterday afternoon of 
tho retirement from Yale athletics of 
Walter Camp, '80, who for more than 
30 years has been at the head of Yale 
football and for tho last 22 years tho 
financier of Yale athletics. 


Mr. Camp has resigned as treasurer 


of tho Yale Financial union and as 
member of tho athletic council, which 
controls sports. 
Ho will dovoto him- 


self from now on exclusively to busi- 
ness. 


He Is president of tho New Haven 


Clock company, and by reason of tho 
recent death of Vice President Stevens 
of that company the entire responsi- 
bility of the business will full upon 
Mr. Camp. 
His resignation Is due to 


Mr. Stevens' 'death and not 
to any 


shakeup In Yalo athletics. 


Whatever time Mr. Camp may de- 


vote to athletics In the future will 
simply bo -that of a graduate and not 
as a salaried oflicer. He may keep in 
touch with football as a critic, but 
not as a coach. 


He will entirely relinquish his posi- 


tion 
as treasurer 
of the 
financial 


union, in which position he has abso- 
lutely controlled all of Yale's athletic 
finances. 
Ho will also retire as a 


member of tho Yalo faculty, wherein 
ho has held the title of athletic ad- 
visor. 


The news of Mr. Camp's retirement 


comes ns a complete surprise to Yale 
men. 
Up to tho time of the death of 


Mr. Stevens, a. little more than a week 
ago, Mr. Camp had not contemplated 
such a step. 
Ho has been In closer 


touch with football this fall than at 
any time in recent years, owing to his 
close relations with Frank.Hinkey, the 
head coach. Mr, Camp was the lead- 
Ing advocate of HInkey's appointment 
as head coach, and it was understood 
that the appointment of Hinkey would 
again bring Mr, Camp back again Into 
tho football councils of Yale. 


Walter Camp's name has been in- 


terwoven with Yale sports slnco ho 
entered college In 
1S7(J, 
He played 


football four years and twice was cap- 
tain. 
After graduating he began to 


coach and never since has ho lost 
touch with the1 game. 
He has had 


more to do with tho development of 
American football than any other one 
man. 


During all this time ho has repre- 


sented Yalo on tho Intercollegiate rules 
committee, and for years, as chairman 
of this committee, he molded tho pol- 
icy of tlie game. 


His greatest work for Yale, outside 


of football, was the creation of tho 
Yale Financial union, by which 
the 


receipts from 
nil sports were pooled 


and the expenses put under the con- 
trol of Mr. Camp. In this way he has 
saved moro than 
$300,000 
for 
Yalo 


sports.

During the first two months of tho 


great -war in Europe it was natural, It 
was inevitable, that the whole world 
should watch for and expect battles 
and campaigns which might he decis- 
ive, says the Xew York Sun. The rea- 
son was simple. The three great con- 
flicts of the 10th century which 
had 
impressed themselves upon the Imag- 
ination of mankind had been short and 
sharp. Napoleon's Waterloo operations 
lasted barely two weeks. 
Six weeks 


measured the extent of 
the Austro- 
Prussian conflict Napoleon III. surren- 
dered and Bazalne was Immured In 
Metz. 


At the outset of the present wnr, 


too, all 
tho preliminary operations 


seomed to promise one 
more 
swift, 
sure, fatal drive of 
the 
enemy 
of 
France. German 
mobilization 
was 


complete by Aug. 
14. On 
Aug. 
20 


German armies stood in Brussels, and 
three days later broke through 
first line of French defence after 
feating the allies at lt,-ns and Char 
leroi. 
Ten days aff«r the occupation 
of Brussels, Laon La Fere, the second 
line of 
French defence, had 
been 


pierced and there was no further line 
of 
permanent 
forts between 
the 
French capital and a victorious Ger- 
man army. 


Now, however, in the opening days 


of the thirrl month 
it 
is becoming 


more patent that we are no longer, to 
look for a quick decision. Sedans and 
Waterloos are possible before nations 
are in arms, before millions of men 
have taken position in numbers fairly 
equal along1 lines equally 
defensible 
and sustained by resources in men, in 
money, in supplies wholly unexhausted 
and for 
Immediate operation, 
inex- 
haustible. ' 
• 
• 


Such a transition In popular expec- 


tation, in the character 
of military 


operation, was wholly discernible both 
in the north and In the south by the 
close of the second year of tho civil 
war. Confederate generals 
who 
had 


talked glibly of a speedy capture of 
Washington, union 
politicians 
and 
soldiers who had chattered about a 
swift sweep "on to Richmond," 
had 
become silent. 


Already there were In > either army 
nn's thinkers who recognized 
that 
neither side could win by any single 
victory. The collapse 
of McClellan's 
campaign on the Peninsula, the bloody 
defeat of the 
second Manassas. had 


been promptly followed by the 
solid 


stand at Antieta.m. 
On the defensive 


both armies had shown that they could 
not be destroyed. 
Become* Tent of Enflnrancc 


By 1SG3 the civil war had resolved 
Itself Into a frank test of endurance. 
Tho north had control of the sea. the 
advantage of numbers of .wealth, of 
industrial resources; the 
south, 
the 
strength that comes from a defensive 
position, a united and determined pop- 
ulation and - military prestige still 
unshaken. 
As to patriotic resolution 


there could be no question that both 
tho opponents stood equal. 
" . 
Now it seems wholly fair 
to say 


this is what has happened in Europe, 
Germany has not crushed France in a 
single campaign. 
She has harvested 


fruits of victories quite as considera- 
ble as those of tho confederacy from 
Bull Run to ChancellorsvlHe. 
On the 


other hand in the recent month every 
splendid effort of hers to crush the 
armies before her — east and west— has 
failed. But her opponents, like herself, 
have revealed absolute capacity for 
taking punishment. 


It was Gen. Grant who first clearly 
recognised the extent of the task of 
the union government before tho con- 
federacy could be crushed. 
it was he 


who first and 
frankly 
adopted 
the 


policy of destruction by "arbitration." 
With his comlns the civil war censed 
to be a splendid and stirring spectacle. 
a contest in which chivalry, individual 
gallantry, oven collective, military su- 
periority played the decisive or 
the 


conspicuous role. It became a business, 
the brutal, grim business ot battering 
to pieces a bravo opponent Inferior in 
numbers and resources. 


Now between tho situation of Gei> 


many today and that of tho confeder- 
acy in 1S62 and 1S63 there are parallels 
which, if they become misleading when 
followed too far, are still worthy 
of 


note. Outnumbered tho Germans alr 
rnady aro oven with the weakening aid 
of Austria. German 
armies " can 
no 


longer keep equal strength; on all 
fronts in tho face of French, Russian, 


Belgian, British and 
Servian 
armies 


already in the field, and the balance is 
bound steadily to turn against them. 


Again, In resources s.'.ie Is already 


Incomparably weaker than her oppon- 
ents, for the sea is closed to her as 
it was to the confederacy. The indus- 
trial life of England 
will continue. 


Just as that of the north did. in cap- 
ital both England and France are bet- 
ter off than Germany, whose rapid de- 
velopment has 
been 
on 
borrowed 


wealth in no small measure. 
Her in- 


dustrial life is now paralyzed by the 
blockades of all hor ports, of all of 
her avenues to the neutral world. 


The population of .Germany is fiS.OOO,- 
000. The loyal portion of Austro-Hun- 
garian population does not exceed 25.- 
000,000. But 
Russia has 
150,000,000, 


France 40,000.000, the 
United 
King- 


dom, Belgium 
and 
Servia 
together 


12,000,000. Here are 1*0,000,000 against 
nearly 230,000,000. Again, note must bo 
taken of Mm colonial resources 
of 


France as well as Great Britain. Asia, 
Africa, Australia and America are al- 
ready sending black, brown and yel- 
low, as well as white troops to the fir- 
ing line, and who can doubt that the 
allies would call upon Japan for army

leged accomplices in the crime. 


According to these details Prinzip, 


in addition to ' having admitted tjiat 
he shot the archduke and his wife, 
declared that far irom repenting his \ 
deed he was proud of what he did. It I 
was not a crime, he said, as his object I 
was not to kill a man, but to show 
tho world the desperation to which the 
whole Slav population under Austria 
had been reduced. 


After having tried by every means, 


legal and Illegal, to obtain justice and

said, Austria continued to trample on 
the nationality language, culture, re- 
ligfon and everything which the Slav 
nation considered most sacred, using 
all tho weapons at its disposal.

missed- 
'That 510,000,000," ho continued, and 


he spoko seriously and with emotion, 
Is a great deal of money, and much 
could be clono with it by tho college. 
It would bo too bad if my presence 


re to cut It off from the. institu- 


tion.'This claim that Harvard would bo 
selling- out for $10,000,000, which has 
been suggested, is perfectly absurd. 
Harvard Is no longer in an unfavor- 
able position. If they had tried to put 
mo out because of 
the 
letter, that 


would have boon another in at tor, but 
Harvard is too great an .institution to 
bo bought In such a manner. 


"But now, since I have 
resigned, 
there would be no objection to the col- 
lege receiving1 the bequest, If Major 
Wiener leaves It. . There would be 
nothing else for them to do. I feel 
that I havo lot tho college out of a 
dtmcult situation by offering my res- 
ignation."

EGG MASSKS OP TUSSOCK MOTH 


Caterpillar 
WHb 
Distinctive 


Black Tufts of Holr Damages Shade 
Trees la Washington 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Oct. 
16. — The 


caterpillar of the tussocK moth, which 
Is noticeable because of three 
black tufts of hair protruding from 


yellow body, has done consider- 
its 
a.ble damage to many shade trees In 
the city of "Washington during the 
summer and fall. 
This Insect, which 


extends through the eastern United 
States, as far west as Iowa, seems to 
prefer poplars, maples, elms, alders, 
birches, and willows. 
Besides injur- 


ing trees, its barbed hairs occasion- 
ally produce considerable irritation on 
the skin of people upon whom the 
caterpillars drop. To control the rav- 
ages of this pest the coming season, 
tho conspicuous white-egg-masses laid 
by the moth, should .be destroyed af- 
ter the leaves have fallen, when they 
may be very easily noticed. 


The U. S. department of agricul- 
ture's 
entomologist 
considers 
the 


above method prcfcrablo to that of 
banding the trnes after the egg mass- 
es have alrearly been laid. 
During 


the past season a number of trees in 
the city of Washington 
have 
been 


banded to prevent 
the 
moths from 


climbing up their trunks when there 
were already egg- masses above 
the 


bands which hatched out caterpillars. 
These caterpillars were prevented from 
coming out of the trees as much as 
others wore prevented 
from coming 


into them.

of a tree is sure that it is absolutely 
free from egg: masses (which are al- 
ways conspicuous 
and 
usually aro 


found low down on.tho^trunk), he may 
use a band to advantage to keep out 
intruders.

This ia similar to the 


iquid that is used against tho gypsy 
moth In Massachusetts. -About 50 per 
cent-of turpentine is added to it to 
ceep it liquid in cold weather. 
Tho 


workman is furnished-with a pole, to 
.he end of which a small sponge Is 
led. Ho goes from tree to tree, dipping 
he sponge- occasionally into the cre- 
osote preparation and-touching with It 
each egg mass found. This is a simple 
and very rapid method.

London Confirms Report That British 


Cruiser Hawke Has Been Torpedoed 
and Sunk in North Sea—Paris Re- 
ports Allies Hammering the German 
Left Wing—Fall of Ostend Imminent 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—The British cruiser Hawke has been sunk in the North sea by a 


German,.submarine. Out of a crew of 400 men 50 were•saved-.^-:-.-..-.

This statement has been officially confirmed. 


The British cruiser Hawke was of 7350 tons displacement. She was 360 feet long 


and was launched in 1891. Her complement is given as 544 men but she may well have 
had fewer on board when she went down.

The Hawke was commanded, according to the British admiralty list of September, 


1914, by Captain Hugh Williams. This disaster to the Hawke follows by about three 
weeks the sinking in the North sea of the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy. 
These vessels succumbed to the attack of a German submarine and with them some 160 
British officers'and 1400 men. 


The loss of the Hawke makes a total of seven British cruisers destroyed by Germany in 


the North sea since the beginning of the war.

Ho is president of the New Haven 


Clock company, and by reason of tho 
recent death of Vice President Stevens 
of that company the entire responsi- 
bility of the business will fall upon 
Mr. Camp. His resignation is duo to 
Mr. Stevens' death and not 
to 
any 


akcui) In Yale athletics. 
Whatever time Mr. Camp may de- 


vote to athletics In the future will 
simply bo that of a graduate and not 
as a salaried officer. Ho may keep In 
touch "with football as a critic, but 
not aa a coach.

During tho first two months of tho 


great war in Europe it was natural, It 
was inevitable, that the whole world 
should watch for 
and expect battles 


and campaigns which might be decis- 
ive, payo tho New York- Sun. The rea- 
son was simple. The three great con- 
flicts of the 19th century which 
had 


Impressed themselves upon the imag- 
ination of mankind had been short and 
sharp. Napoleon's Waterloo operations 
lasted barely two weeks. 
Six weeks 


measured the extent of 
the 
Austro- 


Prusslan conflict Napoleon III. surren- 
dered and Bazalne 
was 
immured In 


Mctz. 


At the outset of 
the 
present war, 


too, all 
the 
preliminary 
operations 


seemed to promise one 
more 
swift, 


sure, fatal drive of 
the 
enemy 
of 


France. German 
mobilization 
was 


complete by Aug. 
14. 
On 
A'ug. 
20 


German armies stood in Brussels, and 
three days later 
broke 
through 
the 


first line of French defence after 
de- 


feating the allies at Mons and Char- 
leroi. 
Ten days after the occupation 


of Brussels, Laon La Fere, the second 
line 
of 
French 
defence, 
had 
been 


pierced and there was no further line 
of 
permanent 
forts 
between 
the 


French capital .and a victorious Ger- 
man army. 


Now, 
however, In the opening days 


of the third month 
it 
is becoming 


more patent that wo nre no longer to 
look for a quick decision. Sedans and 
Waterloos are possible before nations 
are in arms, before 
millions of men 


have taken position in numbers fairly 
equal along lines -equally 
defensible 


and sustained by resources in men, in 
money, in supplies wholly unexhausted 
and for 
immediate 
operation, 
inex- 


haustible. 


Such a transition in popular expec- 


tation, in the character 
of 
military 


operation, was wholly discernible both 
in the. north and in the south by the 
close.of the second year of the civil 
war. Confederate generals 
who 
had 


talked" glibly of a. speedy capture 
of 


Washington, 
union 
politicians 
and 


soldiers who had 
chattered 
about a 


swift sweep "on to 
Richmond," had 


become- silent. 


Already there were in 
either 
army 


sound thinkers who 
recognized 
that 


neither side- could win by any single 
victory. The collapse 
of 
StcClellan's 


campaign on tbe Peninsula, the bloody 
def«at of the 
second 
Manassss, 
bad 


been promptly followed by 
the 
solid 


stand at Antietam. 
On the "defensive 


both armies had shown.-that they could 
not be destroyed. 


Becomes Test of Endurance. 


By 1S63 the civil war had resolved 


itself into a frank test, of endurance. 
The north had control of the sea, the 
advantage of numbers ot" wealth, of 
Industrial resources; t he 
south, 
the 


strength that comes from a defensive 
position, a united and determined pop- 
ulation and a military prestige still 
unshaken. 
As to patriotic resolutipn 


there could be no question that both 
the opponents stood equal. 


Now it seems wholly 
fair 
to 
say 


this is what has happened in Europe. 
Germany has not crushed France in a 
single campaign. 
She has harvested 


fruits of victories quite as 
considera- 


ble as those of the confederacy from 
Bull Run to Chancellorsville. 
On the 


other hand in the recent month every 
splendid effort of hers 
to crush 
the 


armies before her—cast anil west—has 
failed. But her opponents, like herself, 
have revealed absolute capacity for 
taking punishment. • 


It was Gen. Grant who first clearly 


recognized the extent of the task of 
the union government before the con- 
federacy could be crushed. 
It was he

According to these details Prinzip, 
in addition to having admitted that 
he shot the archduke and his wife, 
declared that far from repenting his 
deed he was.proud of what he did. It 
was not a crime, he said, as his object 
was not to kill a man, but to show 
the world the desperation to which the 
whole Slav population under Austria 
had been reduced.

rights, 
Prinzip 


said, Austria continued to trample on 
tho nationality .language, culture,

WASHINGTON, D. a, Oct. 16.—Tbe 


caterpillar of the tussock moth, which 
is noticeable because of three long 
hlack tufts of hair protruding from 
ita yellow body, has done consider- 
able damage to many shade trees in 
tho city of Washington during, the 
summer and fall. 
This Insect, which 


extends through the eastern 
United 


States, 03'far west ax Iowa, seems to 
prefer poplars, maples, elms, alders, 
birches, and willows.' Besides Injur- 
ing trees. Its barbed hairs occasion- 
ally produce considerable irritation, on 
the skin of people upon whom the 
caterpillars drop. 
To control the rav- 


ages of this pest the coming season, 
the conspicuous white-egg-masses laid 
by the moth, should bo destroyed af- 
ter the leaves have fallen, when they 
may be very easily noticed. 


The U. S. department of agricul- 


ture's1 
entomologist 
considers 
tha 


above method preferable to that of 
banding the trees after the egg mass- 
es have already been laid.
